• T,he present constitution was 
drawn up and ratified at a general 
meeting' of the Dawson Students* 
Society last year. When presented 
to the Executive of the parent body, 
the McGin Students' Society, 
changes were suggested to bring 
the Dawson constitution into line 
with that of the McGill Society. It 
Is these changes, in 'the form of 
proposed amendments 'thai will 
form the chief Item on the agenda 
for Thursday's meeting. In order to. 
be ratified, they must be accepted 
by a two-thirds majority at a gen- 
eral meeting. Other matters of busi- 
ness, may. be brmight up at the 
meeting upon presentation of a mo- 
tion by any member of the society. 

In order to avoid the neces.tlty 
of dismissing the meeting for want 
of a quorum as happened when 
less than forty members anaswered 
the call to the last, general meeting 
held t wo weelcs ago, special em ph a - 
cis Is being laid on the meeting by 
the Executive. A MINIMUM of 275 
member£ must attend to constitute 
a quorum.

Band Executive Declaims Past, 
Looks Forward to Better Future 



More money is needed before the 
building of McGill's Athletic Cen- 
tre can begin, was the statement 
issued to The Daily yesterday by 
William Seller, Campaign Secrer 
tary of the McGIIl Wàr Memorial. 
The overall total is now $970,000, 
and $600,000 must be collected be- 
fore the end of tho year. 

The corner stone was laid Octo- 
ber 6, and working plans are near- 
ly ready. The building tenders 
will be called, for by the Univer- 
sity authorities Jn January or Feb- 
ruary-. From then on, it will be a 
question of assessing the bids, mak- 
ing a feasible selection, and auth- 
orizing the contractors to get un- 
derway. The availability of labor 
and materials as well 'as price lev- 
els, will influence the final deci- 
sion, which rests with the Univer- 
sity. 

The University will not under- 
take construction unless satisfac- 
torily maximum dollar value can 
be seeiîrêd,*^andiunUlfjipei^^ 



efficient construction can be pro; 
mised. This does not.mean that the 
project will have to wait until pos- 
sible depression brings abundance 
of labour and lower prices for mat- 
erials. The desire of an early com- 
pletion will rdoubtless outweight a 
considerable proportion of present 
highly Inflated costs. In spite of the 
shortage of steel and plumbing sup- 
plies requred for the swimming 
pool and the rink ,it is expected 
that the first unit will be near 
completion before the end of 1947. 
The Athletic Centre will be finish- 
ed first, and the construction of the 
swimming pool unit, followed im- 
mediately by the Rink auditorium, 
will be started. 

Mr. Sellar further stated that al- 
though, graduates and many sen- 
iors will not have the benefit of 
the new buildings, he felt that they 
would not be less enthusiastic in 
their support of the approaching 
Rink ' Auditorium Campaign.

From .the time of Solomon, whose 
lack of financial acumen the speok- 
er was at pains to prove, a series 
of economic collapses was outlined. 
After the Renaissance rebirth o. 
banking, the shift world . economic 
dominance from Europe to North 
America was .shown. In conclusion 
Mr. Noble enlarged upon the un- 
precedented rise in Canadian bank- 
ing influence during lind since the 
recent: war.

.\inong the lesser known and least publicized 
governing bodies on tlio campus, tlie Students' 
Atlilctics Council provides an excellent example 
of the anachronism which is McGill's uthletic^ 
organization. Organized over twenty years ago, 
the Council has seen many and varied amend- 
ments tacked on to its constilulion, inoîl of 
which have missed the very point which makes 
the Athletics Council a useless functionary body 
giving the students sonic fcclinn of control over 
policy and budget, little of which is actually 
present. 

AVhilc the original purpose of the S.A.C. was 
a worthy view toward controlling administration 
and proposed expenditures of athletics for men, 
the body as presently constituted is unrepresen- 
tative and bewildered. Of tho twelve students 
sitting on the S.A.C;, only two are representative 
of sK-udcnt opinion generally — one being the 
President of the Students' Society and the other 
tho representative to the Advisory Athletics 
Board. The remainder of the members represent 
students interested in a particular sport by vir- 
tue uf being a manager of that sport. The man- 
ner in which these managers .Tre uhoicn has 
verged on the ridiculous on oceusions when no 
one was available, and a personal friend of the 
retiring manager has accepted the thankless task. 
These men have, on the whole, a sincere interest 
in particular sports— but are overcome by and 
often inept at determining policy. They them- 
selves, arc not to bladie. For the most part they 
arc willing lo try, but arc hampered, by the sys- 
tem set up in the days of meagre student enrol- 
ment, and which is still expected to serve the 
original purpose at this time when weiglil of 
numbers and a necessity of dcccnlrnlization lins 
prevented a realization by individual managers 
of the campus-wide problems in athletics. 

If McGill's organization for the control and 
administration of athletics is to reach any fur- 
ther peak, one of tho first jobs which must be 
done is the complete rcvnmpment and modern- 
ization of this Council. If students arc lo have a 
say in these matters, we must have an Athletics 
Council which can truly represent student opin- 
ion directly and where recommendations passed 
will have the approval of the campus and so war- 
rant their serious consideration by its immediate- 
ly superior body the Advisory Board. At the 
present time no progressive matters of policy 
have been presented because the members and, 
no less, tho chairman, have been hampered by 
an incomplete background. How can it oe other- 
wise when the chairman presides at a maximum 
of four regular mcctinRs, usually over a period 
of four months? The time lag results in a too- 
long agenda- which has to be completed at the 
expense of a thorough study of important prob- 
lems. 

One of the fir.'t nim> lo wliidi we must point, 
llipn, if wc are to sen innrcasc<l sliuient partici- 
pation in the determination of athletics policy, 
IS a practical Athletics Council. Such a goal is 
deserving of serious consideration bv students 
now if any worthwhile action is lo be pressed 
in the near future. — A.K. , _

John Gielgud Coming in Wilde's j| 
'The Importance of Being Earnest' || 

John Gielgud. the great English actor, with his 
famous Repertory Company will perform Oscar 
Wilde's "The Importance of Being Earnest" at His 
Majesty's theatre beginning on January 27th, 1946. 
The Canadian Tour of this accomplished company 
is under the roanagerncnt of Brian Doheriy, well 
known to Canadians as the author of the successful 
play "Father Malachy's Mir;iclc." 

Mr. Gielgud, has been a professional actor for 
25 years, and he has received world-wide renown 
for his excellent performance in everything from 
Shakcsperian tragedy to Restoration comedy. His 
first personal success in London was in the produc- 
tion of "The Constant Nymph" as Lewis ' Dood, tho 
composer. In 1929 he joined the Old Vic Company 
and played such outstanding Shakcsperian roles as 
Macbeth. Richard II, Anthony, and King Lear. It 
was in 1030 that he appeared for the first lime as 
John Worthing in Oscar Wilde's "The Importance 
of Being Earnest". His success in Wilde's comedy 
brought a command performance last April from 
their .Majesties.

Sam Watson

"Tlie British Labor government 
couldn't make a bigger mess of the 
coal mines under national owner- 
ship than was made of them under 
private ownership during the last 
250 years." The^c words were 
spoken by Sam Watson, member 
of the British Labor parly and one 
man who feels he knows what he's 
saying, with 24 years as a miner to 
support his claim. 

Now completing a lecture tour 
throughout Canada and the United 
States, Mr. Watson went lo work 
in the mines at the age ot 14, fol- 
lowing the example of his father 
and grandfather before him. He 
worked in Boulden Pit. in Durham, 
a town he said, "with 8 churches 
and S pubs, ail of them equally 
popular witli the people," 

After having won a contest spon- 
sored by the Trades Union Con- 
gress for an essay on tlie Tolpuddle 
Martyrs, Mr. Watson was elected 
by popular vote to the position of 
General ' Secretary of the Durham 
Miners ' association. 

The English mineri, said Mr. 
Watson, arc politically aware. 
Their unions have always been 
very close knit and because of this 
they have obtained for themselves 
many benefits. He described the 
work of the Welfare work of the 
National Coal Board. From a levy 
ot a penny per ton the board has 
set up a welfare fund, the proceeds 
of which arc used to establish pit- 
head baths for the ' miners, can- 
teens, recreation facilities such as 
cricket, football and recreation 
halls, rest homes for recuperating 
miners and rehabilitation centres. 
This same fund has also educated 
3,500 sons and daughters of miners 
since 1922, sending them through 
university at no expense to their 
parents, with living allowances of 
$1,000 a year. 

During his trip 'Mr. Watson has 
had a very good opportunity to 
observe conditions here and in the 
United Slates. We have been very 
fortunate here in Canada, he feels, 
to have escaped the inflation which 
other countries . have suffered, al- 
though this is diic more to our sys- 
tem ot price control than to luck. 

I enquired as to the story of the 
ToUpuddlc Martyrs, to which Mr. 
Watson had referred. These, he 
said, were farm laborers in Dorset 



who in 1834 organized an agricul- 
tural union to try and raise the 
wages from 8 to 0 shillings per 
week. As at this time it was illegal 
to take an oath except in legal pro- 
ceedings, an informer got ii^to one 
of their meetings. The leaders were 
arrested and sentenced to deporta- 
tion lo Australia. The. essay for 
which Mr. Watson won the prize of 
50 pounds was on the economic 
significance of this incident. 

Following the conclusion of his 
address here Mr. Watson will leave 
for the Maritimes. This is his sec- 
ond trip to Canada, the first being
